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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments presented by applicant are not 
persuasive. The claimed limitations "a predetermined grip" recited in claim 1 and "a contact pattern" recited in claims 18 and 21 are met 
by the reference of Hincley. Hincley teaches the sensors (304, 306, 308) located on both sides of the device. These sensors can detect 
whether the the decvice is being touched and tilted by holding or gripping sides of the device as same way as applicant's disclosed 
device. This reads on the claimed "predetermined grip". The user can make a call based on a tilted angle when a user tilts the device 
(see[0031]). This read on the claimed "determining an operation mode indicated by the corelated predetermined grip". 

As to the claimed "contact pattern", the sensors (304, 306) performs the function of whether the device is being hold, then sensor 
(308) performthe function of detecting whether device Is being tilted. Thus, three sensors (304, 306 and 308) are being contacted out of 
five sensors (302, 304. 306, 324 and 326) as the same way as applicant disclosed device. That reads on the claimed "contact pattern". 
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
